Harnessing the sun - 


SOLAR POWER 


By FABIAN ACKER 

Now that the energy crisis is 
upon us, scientists are searching 
for alternative sources of power. 
And that’s where the sun comes in. 

In some parts of the world, and 
Israel is one of them, the amount of 
sun’s energy falling on the earth's 
surface is about 15 MWh/m? a 
year, which represents a consider- 
able amount of electricity, enough to 
their eastern satelites’ requirements.
